S. Bunnell, who for a good many; 
years was a printer in the office | 
of The Upland News. This pro-! 
duction of Mr. Bunnell’s was writ-| 
ten during the World war and| 
made such an impression on Na-! 
tional Red Cross officials that they 
used it in the annual Red Cross 
roll call. The wording was print- 
ed on cardboard cartons which had; 
a slot in the top for dropping in| 
the coins and were left in places| 
of business in all towns and cities| 
throughout the entire country, the 
eartons being made in the shape 
of a cross. 

The appeal thereon was as fol-; 
lows: “I am the Red Cross flag.! 
My crimson sign is spread through-| 
out the world made sick and drab! 
by war and want and dread. 
go where famine’s clutch is felt; 
I cross the lashing seas; star- 


FUNDS AVAILABLE 





WPA Provides Huge Amount 
For Use by Community 
Under Supervision 


Additional funds for local rec- 
reational projects may be avail-| 
able as the result of a new WPA 
allocation from Washington, D.C., 
for use in the district. 

The funds will permit continua- 
tion and expansion of existing rec- 
reational projects and aid com- 
munities in starting projects where; 
there are none at present. Under 
a new set-up, U. L. Voris has been; 
named supervisor of recreational 
projects in the county. 

With a total of $259,252 avail- 
able to carry on the work, Mr. 
Voris will immediately lay plans to! 
expand, giving communities where 
local funds are not available for; 
adequate public recreation pro- 
grams the opportunity of estab-! 
lishing them. The state depart- | 
ment of education, the sponsor, is 
contributing $5,400.

funds for recreation supervision 
and leisure time activities will be 
offered each community, the com- 
munity to work through the WPA.
